Dear Professor Chant: 

I have your letter of April 26th and shall 
be very glad to have you quote any part of this 
letter to the University authorities at Toronto.

Journal, and this training of others is a fundamental 


duty of a University professor, which certainly will not 


escape the attention of the authorities. 


I also have followed with interest your own 
numerous papers, and they bear witness to your 
activity as well as your perception: they will 
certainly be recognized by the authorities as a proof 
of tyour interest tinwréesearch andi capaci ty~foreic. 

I am still retaining the blue print of the 
proposed plans of the observatory at Toronto. Mr. 
Barnard and I have looked them over and have some 
suggestions to make, but we presume it would be just 
as well to wait until after the war conditions have 
passed.
